National

(AP)—The 


usually quiet meetings of the 
YMCA's National Council are 
being hit with demands that the 
top policy-making body of 
volunteers abolish itself and 
urge total withdrawal from 
Vietnam. 


And the 500-member board, 


which seldom adopts political 
resolutions, is being asked today 
to put 
the 
Young Men's 


Christian Association on record 
supporting the volunteer-army 
concept and a June 30 end to the 
draft. Last year the board 
merely voted for a volunteer 
army "when feasible." 


The withdrawal resolution 


would have President Nixon end 
U. S. involvement in Vietnam by 
the end of the year. 


Dunbar 
Reed, 
executive 


director of the YMCA's Region l 
covering Illinois and Indiana 
iaid he expected the resolution 
for abolishing the council to be 
referred to a committee for 
study. 


The 
resolution, 
adopted 


unanimously by the Region 1 
board, is "making the older 
members of the council madder 
'n hell," Reed said. "And we 
have to explain to the staff 
members that we're not trying 
to abolish their jobs but merely 
to abolish the board as it is now 
constituted." 


The board, which has set 


policy for the 125-year-old 
YMCA since 1924, Dunbar said, 
is costing increasingly more for 
its 
annual 
meetings. 
He 


estimated the cost this year at 
$200,000 while the YMCA is 
operating $400,000 in the red. 


The resolution says: "There is 


a dire need to have more ef- 
fective 
'grass 
roots' 
in- 


volvement in streamlining and 
establishing the direction of the 
YMCA Movement."

The rocket, 
carrying a 


delayed fuse, ripped through six 
feet of protective cover into the 
bunker, which was being used as 
a club at a base called Charlie 2, 
four 
miles south 
of 
the 


demilitarized zone. 


A number 
of men 
had 


gathered in the bunker to drink 
beer and soft drinks, and other 
soldiers who had been eating at 
a nearby mess hall jammed in 
for refuge after the attack began 
at dusk Friday. Charlie 2 came 
under mortar attack today but 
there were no further casualties. 


"We all raced for the bunker," 
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recalled Pfc. Steve Newton, of 
Hawesville, Ky., who said he 
was standing in line to eat when 
the first two rockets came in. 


"I was standing by the door 


when the rocket came through 
the roof of the bunker. I saw 
blinding light and heard a 
ringing sensation," Newton 
said. 


The force of the blast tossed 


him out the door. He was shaken 
but unhurt. 


One U.S. officer called the 


rocket hit a "one in a million 
shot." 


The U.S. death toll Friday was 


the highest for a single day in 
nearly two months and exceeded 
American battlefield fatalities 
for all of last week when the U.S. 
Command said 24 Americans 
were killed. 


North Vietnamese troops have 


stepped up their rocket attacks 
against U.S. bases along the 
DMZ the past three days, but 
most of them have been small 
and have wounded only a 
handful of men. Charlie 2 has 
been shelled three times, and 
there have been at least two 


other rocket attacks since 
Wednesday. 


Six hours before the attack on 


Charlie 2, U.S. forces apparently 
stopped another planned rocket 
attack on other American 
positions six miles to the north. 
They killed seven enemy and 
captured 
two 122mm rocket 


launchers and 16 shells, but lost 
two

helicopters shot down during the 
fighting. 
The 
only 
U.S. 


casualties reported were three 
wounded crewmen aboard one 
of the helicopters.

Nations Agree On 
Use Of Intelsat 
Communications 


WASHINGTON

Countries participating in In- 
telsat have agreed unanimously 
on 
a 
new, 
permanent 


arrangement for international 
communications via satellite. 


President Nixon hailed the 


outcome Friday as the 79-nation 
Intelsat conference wound up 
arduous negotiations begun 27 
months ago. 


"For 79 nations to agree on 


anything is a major ac- 
complishment," Nixon told the 
group. 


"It is indeed an historic and 


unique accomplishment and an 
indication of what can happen in 
the future where these exciting 
technological breakthroughs are 
occurring," he said. 


Intelsat is the International 


Telecommunications 
Satellite 


Consortium, a unique public 
utility born under U.S. paren- 
tage in 1964 with the develop- 
ment of earth satellites capable 
of beaming communications 
signals around the world. 


Its member_ nations jointly 


own the satellites. Ground 
stations and the telephone calls, 
television and other signals fed 
into them are handled in each 
country with its own com- 
munications system. 


protect the environment from 
the machines. 


"Properly operated," he said, 


"individual vehicles do only 
limited damage, if any, to the 
soil, water vegetation and 
fauma resources during most 
periods of the year."

8 
through Feb. 29, and provided it 
can be ended if 50 of the tawny 
cats are bagged statewide 


The action came Friday as the

pheasant 
hunting 


season, but opened it a week 
earlier than in past years. 


Cougar limits were set amid 


mounting concern for preser- 
vation of the pumas. Though a 
move to add cougars to a list of 
endangered species failed, 
legislation is pending to ban lion- 
hunting completely. 


Hunters gunning for lions are 


required to buy lion tags at 
offices of the State Department 
of Fish and Game. 


The commission retained 


present bag and possession 
limits for deer. The early deer 
season was set for Aug. 7 to Sept. 
26, the northern season from 
Sept. 25 to Oct. 25 and the later 
general deer season Sept. 25 to 
Nov. 14. 


The pheasant season, Nov. 13 


to Dec. 5, will open a week ahead 
of usual to assure hunters better 
weather and cover conditions. 


Among other new regulations 


adopted were bans on game 
pursuit from motor-driven air, 
land or water vehicles instead of 
only snowmobiles and 
on 


possession of firearms by ar- 
chers while in the field during 
soecial archery seasons.

Fierce Opposition Ahead

over the understanding reached 
between the two leaders that 
included removal of the long- 
standing French veto against 
British entry into the Common 
Market. 


Among 
Britain's 
ruling 
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Conservative and opposition 
Labor parties there are scores of 
lawmakers sworn to block their 
country's 
entry 
into 
the 


European 
Economic Com- 


munity. 


They reason that joining tne 


market would cost the nation a 
lot more than it would earn. And 
if the findings of pollsters are 
significant, 
the weight of 


popular opinion also seem to be 
against membership.

Reagan Aide Strikes 
At Medi-Cal Misuse 


SAN DIEGO (AP) — Gov. 


Reagan's 
human relations 


secretary says some doctors 
who are critical of Medi-Cal are 
making lucrative practices 
based on the state health care 
program. 


"There are some things 


medicine is not telling when it 
talks about Medi-Cal," James 
Hall said Friday. 


Some doctors are making 


more money off the program 
than they will admit, he said, 
and others are "deliberately 
distorting" Medi-Cal's faults for 
selfish reasons. 


Hall said some doctors pay lip 


service to criticism voiced by 
the 
California 
Medical 


Association, which has 
often 


urged 
that 
Medi-Cal 
be 


abolished, yet these doctors 
actually earn large amounts of 
money from the program. 


"I know of doctors across the 


state who are making very 
lucrative practices based en- 
tirely on the state's health care 


program," Hall said in an in- 
terview. 


He said the state is working 


with the Legislature to draft a 
new bill that would tighten up 
the loopholes in the program to 
curtail misuse. 


Hall 
acknowledged 
that 


fraudulent claims and other 
irregularities have cost Medi- 
Cal a lot of money, but said some 
doctors have exagerated the 
program's faults. 


"Frauds, claims and some 


distortions in Medi-Cal have 
been blown out of proportion and 
taken out of context in the 
criticism of the program by 
some doctors," he said. 


He labeled as "ridiculous" 


suggestions by the CMA to scrap 
Medi-Cal as it is in favor of a 
new type of health care 
package. 


"It would be highly im- 


practical to start over and lose 
millions," Hall said, "when we 
can fix the system and have it 
working." 


Etna's Flaming River 
Flows Around City 


SANT'ALFIO, Sicily (AP) — 


The flaming river of lava from 
Mt. Etna ran into a small hill 
today and flowed around it into a 
deserted canyon, sparing this 
town of 4,000 persons 


"We are safe! We are safe!" 


shouted 
Mayor 
Salvatore 


Cozzubbo happily. "Most of our 
land is burnt, but the town is 
safe." 


The lava, which has slowed its 


pace, began a 2%-mile n le from 
the Cavagrande Canyon to the 
sea, with no town or village in its 
path. 


"The canyon is steep and 


straight. The lava will just keep 
on going down," Cozzubbo said. 


The townfolk prepared to 


celebrate. Sant'Alfio was spared 
in 1928 by another lava flow, 
which skirted the town and hit 
nearby Mafcali. 


The lava has already burnt 


crops and dozens of houses, 
causing damage estimated at 
over $16 million. 


"But probably the biggest 


threat to our crops are the 
tourists," Cozzubbo said. "They 
have come by the tens of 
thousands and trampled our 
fields to see the show. What the 
lava has spared they have 
ruined. 


"Our vineyards and many 


trees have been damaged by 
people who climbed on them to 
get a better view of Etna.

They are terming dwarf apple 


trees the giants of the fruit in- 
dustry. This despite the fact that 
they are often one-third the size 
of standard trees. 


Orchardists 
report 
that 


dwarfs yield more and better 
quality fruit per acre. 


While they produce less fruit 


per tree than the standard trees, 
they begin bearing four to eight 
years sooner, depending on the 
variety, rootstock and care. 


An acre will handle up *o 1,000 


trees and a mature apple or- 
chard — beyond 10 years — 
generally will produce 400 to 
1,000 bushels per acre. 


The Michigan State dwarf tree 


orchards yield 900 bushels with 
Jonathon and 1,300 with Golden 
Delicious apple trees six years 
old. 


Why better production? More 


of the fruit bearing area is ex- 
posed to sunlight because the 
trees are smaller. 


This means larger fruit and 


better color.

Michigan State believes shorter, 
bush-like trees in high density 
plantings are likely to produce 
more fruit per acre.

compared with the 30 by 40 foot 
spacing and 35 trees per acre of 
20 years ago. 


By 1980 many orchardists will

Licenses Suspended Following 
Aerial-Spray Pesticide Mishap 


A crop duster's failure to 


prevent 
an 
aerial-sprayed 


pesticide from drifting onto a 
nearby road, where it covered a 
pickup truck containing the 
driver and two passengers, has 
caused the California Depart- 
ment of Agriculture to suspend 
the licenses of an agricultural 
pest control firm, and suspend 
the license of a pilot who worked 
for the firm. 


The actions were against the 


firm Mediock Dusters of Davis, 
and that firm's crop dusting 
pilot, Howard Alan Hanson, also 
of Davis. 


License of the firm was 


suspended for 30 days, effective 
May 15, with 20 days of the 
suspension stayed The pilot's 
license was suspended for 60 
days, with the execution of 30 
days suspension stayed 


In addition, Hanson and his 


employer were each placed on 
probation for a period of one 
year, on the condition that no 
further cause for discipline 
under the Agricultural Code will 
occur during that time.

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A Nationwide Sheep

A nationwide sheep producer 


referendum has been called for 
June 7-18 by U.S. Agriculture 
Secretary Clifford Hardin. The 
referendum, conducted by mail 
ballot, will decide whether or not 
the sheep industry wants to 
continue promotion of its 
products through the American 
Sheep Producers Council. 


For approval, this promotion 


program for lamb and wool 
requires a "yes" vote by more 
than two-thirds of the individual 
producers voting, or producers 
owning more than two-thirds of 
the sheep represented in the 
referendum by those voting. 


With sheep raised in almost 


3,000 counties in the U.S., the 
national referendum will reflect 
the desires of almost every 
sheepman in the nation. 


All sheep producers and 


feeders are eligible to vote if

The California Department of 


Agriculture has announced the 
adoption 
of 
emergency 


regulations, to take effect on 
June 15, aimed at protecting the 
health of farm workers by 
reducing their chances of ex- 
posure to harmful pesticides. 


The regulations specify the 


number of days after 
ap- 


plication of certain pesticides 
before workers may be allowed 
to enter treated areas for har- 
vesting or other activities in- 
volving substantial contact with 
treated foliage in citrus, peach 
and nectarine orchards and in 
grape vineyards. 


State Director of Agriculture 


Jerry W. Fielder said, "Our 
objective is to keep workers out 
of these areas until the pesticide 
residues have dissipated. Farm 
workers have been made ill 
because of premature entry in 
the past. We intend to reduce 
this hazard as 
much as 


possible." 


Fielder noted that the new 


regulations 
represent 
a 


pioneering action in agriculture. 
Neither the Federal Govern- 
ment nor any other state has 
undertaken this type of farm 
worker protection. 


He said that the crops and 


pesticides covered by the 
regulations were selected as 
those that have mainly caused 
worker illness in the past, or 
may cause it in the future if no 
preventive action is taken 


The June 15 effective date was 


specified in order to give 
pesticide registrants time to 
draw up and print new product 
labels including the worker 
safety time intervals. 


Registrants who have not so 


labeled their pesticides may 
instead 
provide 
pesticide 


dealers with supplementary 
printed directions containing the 
same 
information. 
These 


printed directions must be given 
to every purchaser of the 
chemicals 


The new regulations make it 


mandatory 
for 
pesticide 


registrants to provide the 
worker re-entry information 
either on the product label or by 
the supplementary printed 
directions.

During four past referendums

Migrant Health 
Situation Quoted 


Health for the Harvesters, a 


32-page illustrated report on 10 
years of struggle 
against 


disease and poverty, has been 
issued by the State Department 
of Public Health. 


The initial printing of 2,500 


copies was distributed among 
the 26 California migrant health 
projects administered by the 
department's Farm Workers 
Health Service, which was 
established in 1961 with $75,000 
in state funds. 


Subtitled "Decade of Hope," 


the report said the program has 
grown to include 33 decen- 
tralized medical clinics serving 
24,000 seasonal farm workers 
and their families. 


In 1970 the clinics had some 


66,000 patient visits in 17 
counties during the peak harvest 
months 


Seventeen 
clinics 
offer 


general medical services all 
year and in 12 counties free 
medical and dental care is 
available in health projects with 
federal funds. 


The program 
is mainly 


financed by $1.2 million from the 


U. S. Public Health Service, of 
which nearly a million dollars 
directly supports medical and 
environmental services. 


The state provides another 


$100,000 for local project ac- 
tivities and the counties sub- 
sidize about 50 per cent of the 
services to migrants within their 
areas. 


According to the report, 


California has the oldest and 
most extensive migrant health 
program in the nation, 
report included: 


— Nearly 100,000 men, women 


and children have received 
medical care under the Farm 
Workers 
Health 
Service 


program in the 10 years of its 
existence. 


— In the 11 counties with 


migrant 
health 
project 


sanitation components, the local 
state housing centers comprise 
15 per cent of all family-type 
housing available to migrants. 


— Major health conditions 


commonly seen at project 
clinics include gross dental 
problems, malnutrition and 
upper respiratory illnesses.

Washington Merry-Go-Round 


Unpopular Russians Entrenched In Egypt 


By JACK ANDERSON 


WASHINGTON — Despite 


breathless 
reports 
that 


President Sadat is trying to free 
Egypt from the Soviet bear hug, 
the Russians have planted 
themselves in Egypt to stay. 


This is the conclusion of my 


associate at large, Joe Spear, 
who has been studying the 
Soviet presence 
there. He 


reports from Cairo that the 
Russians are highly unpopular 
but firmly entrenched in Egypt. 


He found Egyptian officials 


bitter at the U. S. for compelling 
the late President Nasser to 
bring in the Russians. One of- 
ficial reminded Spear that, in 
1953, 
Nasser had pledged: 


"Egypt stands today in every 
respect with the West." 


Then the Eisenhower Ad- 


ministration withdrew U. S. 
support for the Aswan dam in a

manner calculated to humiliate 
Nasser. Angrily, he turned to the 
Russians for financial help. 
Thereafter, the ebb and How of 
events over this scorched land 
produced a new tide that has 
been running against us. 
- The Egyptians have not been 
happy under Soviet sponsorship. 
"We accept them because they 
help us," said one official. Then 
he pointed to his heart. "But 
nobody likes them here," he 
said. 


Another told Spear more 


vehemently: "The Russians are 
animals. You can cut off my 
head, and I still say they are 
animals." 


It is widely whispered around 


Cairo that Egyptian officers 
quietly celebrated when the first 
Soviet pilots tangled with the 
Israelis and were shot down. 


President Sadat's purge of his 


pro-Soviet ministers, therefore, 
has been popular with the 
people, Spear reports. But 
Egyptian 
officials 
and 


American diplomats alike have 
cautioned that Sadat is by no 
means free of Soviet influence. 


"Even if there is a final 


Middle 
East 
settlement, 


wrapped up in a pretty pink 
ribbon, the Russians are here to 
stay," the State Department's 
man in Cairo, Don Bergus, told 
Spear. 


"The deep Israeli penetration 


raids of 1970 increased the 
Soviet military presence here. 
We may eventually see a 
reduction of this military 
presence, but the Russians 
won't leave. They plan to stay 
forever." 


For the Egyptians depend 


upon Moscow not only for 
military 
survival 
but for 


economic development. The 
Soviets 
purchase 
Egypt's 


surplus cotton and subsidize 
Egypt's steel, petrochemical 
and electrification industries. 


In short, the Russians are too 


deeply rooted in Egypt now to be 
removed. 


STANS STUMBLES 


When Commerce Secretary 


Maurice Stans endorsed the 
controversial 
trans-Alaska 


pipeline, he gave compelling 
"environmental, economic and 
national security" reasons for 
his stand. 


"Commerce 
Department 


studies," he said, backed him 
up. 


Then in April, Stans' own 


environmentalists 
cut 
the 


ground from under him. The 800- 
mile pipe could endanger 
everything from mountains to 
mollusks, they said. 


Now we have obtained another 


memo from inside the Com- 
merce Department challenging 
Stans' economics.

Stans cites the economic 


benefits of Alaskan oil. But miki 
states bluntly:

Eastern oil delivered to the West

crack that "the average African 
is incapable of leadership except 
through the assistance of 
Europeans" looks even more 
foolish a decade later. My 
associate Joe Spear, while news 
gathering in Africa, found black 
leaders to be superior. . . He 
singles out for special praise the 
Ivory Coast's President Felix 
Houphouet-Boigny. 
Reports 


Spear: "Boigny has a great 
talent for anticipating problems 
and working them out before 
they become crises. He is an 
ardent, pro-Western capitalist, 
yet he seems to have a genuine 
passion for his people." 
(Alaskan) oil delivered to the 
West Coast. Consequently, U. S. 
imports are likely to continue." 


Stans expects the Alaskan oil 


to build up the U. S. supply. But 
Miki reports that some Alaskan 
oil "may be exported to Japan 
and other countries, thereby 
reducing the net contribution to 
the U. S. oil supply."

Rookie Driver Making Bid 
For Starting Spot At Indy 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP)—Steve 


Krisiloff a strmgbean rookie 
from Parsippany, N. J., ap- 
peared to be the strongest 
contender today for one of seven 
berths still open in the starting 
field for the Indianapolis 500 
mile race. 


The 25-year-old Krisiloff, a 


full-blooded Russian and a racer 
since he was 13, had turned the 
fastest practice speed of any 
driver still without a starting 
assignment—171.854 miles per 
hour in one of Andy Granatelli's 
radical new McNamara Fords. 


The 145-pound, 6-foot driver 


was practically assured of a 
start in the $1 million race if he 
could repeat that speed under 
the official timing clocks 


Krisiloff's machine identical 


to the one 1969 winner Mario 
Andretti will start in the third 
row, arrived at the Indianapolis 
Motor Speedway too late for him 
to become one of the 26 drivers 
who posted qualifying times last 
weekend. 


Since the idea at Indianapolis 


is to pick the 33 fastest cars for 
the race lineup, the usual 


"bumping" process was to begin 
today after 
the first seven 


qualifiers filled the list. 


On the "bump" list because of 


their relatively slow speeds 
from the first two days were the 
veteran 
Jim 
McElready, 


Southern stock car ace Donme 
Allison, rookie Bill Simpson and 
Indy veteran Art Pollard 


Krisiloff, 
a 
bushy-haired 


youngster who started racing 
go-karts when he was 13, is a 
candidate for rookie of the year 
honors at Indy, an honor won 
last year by Allison, who 
finished fourth 


Whether he makes it or not, 


the racing veterans in Gasoline 
Alley say he has what it takes. 
The youngster, whose grand- 
parents were born in Russia, 
signed a three-year contract 
with STP millionaire Granatelli, 
who says of his No. 2 pilot: 


"He has everything going for 


him He's smart, takes advice as 


well as any kid I've ever known, 
and he can darned well drive a 
race car. He very well could win 
this thing." 


Krisiloff says his racing idol is 


Andretti 


"It has been a great thing for 


me to be on the same team with 
Mario 
He has the busiest 


schedule of any driver around, 
yet he takes time to help me 
when he can I have learned a lot

"Mr. Baptista feels they have 


accomplished a beautiful thing 
in winning the first two steps of 
the Triple Crown," Sialom said 
after conversing with Baptista 
in Spanish. 


"To sell now they think they 


would be like a traitor to their 
country—a coward," Sialom 
said "That's why Mr Baptista 
doesn't want to make a deal 
now. There will be serious talk 


until after the Belmont." 


In addition to the $5 million 


offer he said he received from a 
party he refused 
to name, 


Baptista said he has also had 
feelers 
from England 
and 


Japan. 


Baptista has made it clear in 


the past week he is set on selling 
his four-legged gold mine. 


"After the Triple Crown there 


are no more races to run him 
in," Baptista said. "Not in 
Venezuela or in the United 
States. And I'm not a breeder of 
horses.

Baptista has had one other 


horse besides Canonero II he 
said he felt was championship 
quality. The horse's name was 
Discomo and he won the 
Venezuelan Triple Crown for 2- 
year-olds in 1966.
